Shock, which is always present 
in severe burns, requires the administration of 
stimulants, Pain is more constant and intense 
in burns than in any other form of injury, and 
requires sedatives.

FIRE IN ONE’S CLOTHING.— Don't run — 
especially not downstairs or out-of-doors. Roll 
on carpet, or wrap in woolen rug or blanket.

FIRE FROM KEROSENE.— Don't use water, 
it will spread the flames. Dirt, sand, or flour is 
the best extinguisher, or smother with woolen 
rug, table-cloth, or carpet. 

CINDERS IN THE EYE.— Roll soft paper up 
like alamp-lighter, and wet the tip to remove, 
or use a medicine dropper to draw it out. Rub 
the other eye.
